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1 . Upon reconsideration, the election of species is withdrawn. 

2. Claims 4, 7, 11 and 13-16 are allowed. 

3. Claims 8, 9, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 USC 112 (first and second 
paragraphs). The claims are both broader than the enabling disclosure and indefinite in 
the recital of a "recording material" comprising only a color developer. At the very least, 
these articles require a substrate. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over any of the patents to Taniguchi (USP 4,608,579; see column 4, lines 
60-62), Morita et al. (USP 6,395,680; see column 2, lines 40-45), Taniguchi (JP 60- 
259494; see Abstract wherein is arylene), Maki (JP 61-109757; see Abstract), 
Iwakura (JP 07-1 18209 wherein "X" is aralkylene) or Iwakura (JP 07-173108 wherein 
"X" is aralkylene) which were cited on applicants' PTOL-90. 

These patents all suggest applicants' heat-sensitive color developers and heat- 
sensitive recording material employing the same wherein "A" is a divalent aromatic 
radical. While Maki is limited to phenylene, the aryl "A" in the remaining references is 
inclusive of all of applicants' claimed divalent aromatic radicals.
